D-lOlst Dist., got two pieces of good 
news Satu rday on his controv ersial 
bill to create a permanent Catsk ill 
Regional Commission, the first a 
hu ge pu blic hearing tu rnou t where 
the opponents weren’t in the majori­ 
ty . 
The second bit of heartening news 
was a ru mor that the State Depart­ 
ment of Env ironmental Conserv a­ 
tion had dropped its plan to su bmit 
a competing bill — “bu t that’s ju st 
a ru mor,” Hinchey said. 
Hinchey ’s proposal to pu t Catsk ill 
resou rces management into the 
hands of a 10-member regional com­ 
mission drew nearly 200 persons to 
a day -long hearing at Ulster Cou nty 
Commu nity College, and su pporters 
ran slightly ahead of opponents. 
Howev er, there were strong signs 
of opposition both at the grassroots 
lev el and in the State Senate, with 
a spok esman for State Sen. Edwy n

Sentiment at three earlier hear­ 
ings in Binghamton, Leeds and 
Monticello ran abou t 70-30 against 
the bill, bu t Hinchey said, “It’s 
mu ch easier to be against something 
than for it. It’s alway s the anti’s who 
come ou t.” 
Under Hinchey ’s bill, his second 
attempt in two y ears to pass su ch a 
measu re, the regional commission 
w ou ld set resou rce planning 
gu idelines for all commu nities in 
Ulster, Greene, Su lliv an, Delaware 
and Otsego cou nties and part of 
Schoharie Cou nty . 
The commu nities, some throu gh 
their cou nty planning agencies, 
wou ld send back comprehensiv e 
plans to the regional commission, 
which wou ld rev iew and compile its 
own 
plan 
for 
management 
of 
Catsk ill resou rces for su bmission to 
the gov ernor and legislatu re by 
19 79 . 
Among ot he r t hi ngs, 
the 
commission’s plan wou ld categorize 
areas for v ariou s ty pes of dev elop­ 
ment or preserv ation.

“She was look ing arou nd the room 
for things to sav e from the fire,” Fox 
said. 
He led the dazed woman to safety 
only moments before the apartment 
was engu lfed in flames. 
"I hav e seen many men hesitate 
and refu se to do what Howard Fox 
did,” an ex perienced v olu nteer

SAUGERTIES - The State De­ 
partment of Mental Hy giene haB 
declined to renew the operating 
certificate of the Pine Grov e School in 
Sau gerties after a series of sev erely 
critical reports on the school from 
department inspectors. 
The April and Au gu st 19 76 inspec­ 
tion reports comment on su ch pro­ 
blems as “pu ddles of pu ngent u rine,” 
“ill-trained residential staff,” “cor­ 
poral pu nishment” and “ dirty walls 
and windows." 
The report on an inspection last 
December has not y et been made 
av ailable, bu t the school’s director, 
Nello-John Pesci, has been denied 
recertification of the school bey ond 
last Dec. 31. 
The Pine Grov e School is home to 
abou t 35 mentally retarded children 
and adu lts. 
Pesci said Satu rday he is appealing 
the decision and noted he won a 
similar appeal two y ears ago before a 
department arbiter. 
“Yes, there are problems. There are 
alway s problems in facilities lik e 
ou rs,” Pesci said. Whether the pro­ 
blems are seriou s enou gh to ju stify 
closing the school inv olv es “dif­ 
ferences of opinion, differences of 
interpretation,” between him and the 
Department of Mental Hy giene, he 
said. 
“Obv iou sly 
there 
has 
been 
a 
break down in commu nications 
between u s and the department re­ 
garding the spirit of the law.” 


The many deficiencies cited range 
from u nsanitary facilities and lack of 
programs to inadeq u acies in medical, 
personnel and testing procedu res. 
Among the ex amples giv en is a 
retarded client Who was considered 
an appropriate candidate for a com­ 
mu nity residence with access to a 
v ocational training program. There 
are no v ocational training programs 
at Pine Grov e, the report states. 
The boy was temporarily mov ed to 
a 
r e h a bi l i t a t i on c e nt e r in 


Massachu setts after he ju mped off a 
fire escape at Pine Grov e and frac­ 
tu red both ank les. 
The Au gu st reports states that 
many retarded clients were inap­ 
propriately placed in the school. 
There were no programs av ailable 
for clients with specific problems and 
emotional needs and the state had 
recommended that “ the entire 
popu lation” of the school be retested

A friend of mine is a magician. An amateu r, bu t ex p ert, 
sleight-of-hand artist. Once he drop p ed a comment abou t his 
hobby that’s been coming to mind often lately . 
After dazzling me with a rap id fire demonstration of disap ­ 
p earing dimes, hank erchiefs p u lled ou t of his ears and marbles 
from u nder his tongu e, he remark ed that he p referred to do his 
trick s for children. 
“Becau se they ’re easier to fool?’’ I ask ed. 
“No, becau se they ’re tou gher,” he said. “Children and slow­ 
witted adu lts catch on to sleight-of-hand trick s a lot faster than 
Ph.Ds.” 
Su rp rised, I ask ed why . He ex p lained that sleight-of-hand 
illu sions dep end on mak ing the au dience see what it ex p ects 
to see, not what actu ally hap p ens. 
He rep eated his disap p earing dime trick . First the dime was 
in his hand. Then he tossed it into the air, cau ght it, and op ened 
his hand for me to see. The dime was gone. 
“Did y ou see the dime go u p in the air?” he ask ed. 
“Su re,” I said. 
“Well, it nev er did,” he said. “You ex pected to see it in the 
air becau se I made a tossing motion. Actu ally I was hiding the 
dime behind my fingers. 
“You r mind inv ented ev ery thing y ou thou ght y ou saw after 
I made the fak e toss, based on what it thou ght y ou sho uld see.” 
A child, he ex p lained, tends to see ev ents literally . A k id who 
k eep s his ey e on. the dime is hard to fool. 
What k eep s bringing this incident to mind is the lu sh growth 
of “consp iracy ” theories we’v e been seeing lately , many of them 
from p eop le who su ffer the intellectu al’s chronic fru stration: the 
comp u lsion to hav e an Informed Op inion on ev ery issu e. 
The inborn hu nger of ev ery Think er to mak e the world mak e 
sense — to discov er a connection among all the ev ents in society 
and natu re — can be dangerou s in combination with the dime 
sy ndrome. The smarter the brain, the greater its instinctiv e 
cap acity for filling reality ’s v oids with imaginary cau ses and 
effects u ntil it has a comp lete, p lau sible scheme. 
Most consp iracy theories are p rime ex amp les of what can 
hap p en when Intellectu al Hu nger starts feeding on the dime 
sy ndrome. Newsp ap er editors get u sed to hearing abou t 
consp iracies. Some of them come from sadly demented 
p aranoids who call with u rgent stories abou t how the FBI is 
in collu sion with the Ru ssian secret p olice and both organiia- 
tions are ou t to get the caller becau se he k nows what they ’re 
u p to. How do they k now he k nows? They ’v e inv ented mind- 
reading ray s, etc. 
Harder to deal with are the consp iracies discov ered by 
fu nctionally sane p eop le who’v e “gone off the shallow end,” so 
to sp eak . They hav e p erceiv ed genu ine p roblems, su ch as 
sk y rock eting fu el bills or an increase in Democrats, bu t they 
imagine the p roblems ex ist becau se somebody p lanned it that 
way . They conv ince themselv es fu el p rices are rising becau se 
somebody wants them to go u p , or that Democrats are 
increasing becau se the Democratic chairman is a go-getter. Bu t 
more often than not the Democratic chairman is secretly as 
my stified as any one else. 
There are a mu ltitu de of consp iracy theories abou t nu clear 
p ower (the big money boy s want it; the Red Chinese want u s 
to mu tate ou rselv es); Wallace’s Dep artment Store (it was a 
front for the Ulster Cou nty Dep artment of Mental Hy giene); 
NATO (a front for IBM); the Warsaw Pact (also a front for 
IBM,) and IBM, (a front for Dav id Rock efeller.) 
The k ennedy and Martin Lu ther King consp iracies are too 
nu merou s to su mmarize, bu t I am freq u ently assu red that the 
p eop le who actu ally p lotted those k illings are also behind rising 
fu el p rices, Idi Amin, nu clear p ower, athlete’s foot and all the 
rest of the world’s woes. 
The more I hear the more I resp ect the salt-of-the-earth ty p es 
who don’t p retend to u nderstand any thing. Their horse sense, 
so feared by p restidigitators, lies in their gu t k nowledge that 
chance, coincidence and, most of all, hu man inep titu de hav e 
far more influ ence on the cou rse of affairs than the most 
carefu lly laid p lans.

Ou r grandfather, 
James Frank ly n Roe married Eliz­ 
abeth Saccales Archer, and liv ed 
in Catsk ill u ntil his death at age 32 
in 1893.

I had resolv ed to giv e u p for Lent 
any mention of Pau l Hu ghes now that 
we hav e been catap u lted back into a 
general discu ssion of the McCarthy 
y ears. Bu t this now p rov es imp ossible 
hav ing seen a statement by Mr. 
Alfred Friendly , retired managing 
editor of the Wa shing to n Po st, 
in­ 
dignantly deny ing any wrongdoing in 
his association with Pau l Hu ghes. 
The Hu ghes story is p robably the 
single most embarrassing thing that 
hap p ened in the fifties to the liberal 
establishment. The su ccess of their 
su bseq u ent cov er-u p is the k ind of 
thing Nix on dreams abou t in his 
p rison at San Clemente. Mr. Friend­ 
ly , in his reminiscences abou t the 
McCarthy y ears, notes that the “best 
book ” ev er written abou t McCarthy 
is Richard Rov ere’s Sena to r Jo e Mc­ 
Ca rthy , 19 59 . 
When Na tio na l Re­ 
v iew ex p osed the Hu ghes cau se in 
1956, the editors teased the cou rt 
historians for failing to write abou t it. 
Mr. 
Rev ere 
rep lied 
hu ffily , 
“I 
agree...that the Hu ghes case is fu ll of 
imp ort. I k now that I shall deal with 
the Hu ghes case in my forthcoming 
book .” Bu t Pau l Hu ghes was not 
mentioned in the book . 
Pau l Hu ghes was a y ou ng con­ 
fidence man. He rep resented himself, 
in 1953, to Josep h L. Rau h Jr., the 
civ il 
rights 
lawy er, 
to 
Clay ton 
Fritchey , then editor of the official 
jou rnal of the Democratic Party , and 
to Alfred Friendly , rep resenting the 
Wa shing to n Po st, as a disaffected 
member of Senator Joe McCathy ’s 
Senate Staff, willing to feed Rau h, 
Friendly et a1 confidential informa­ 
tion abou t McCarthy . Rau h’s op p osi­ 
tion to secret informers v anished ov ­ 
ernight, and there was crank ed u p 
su rely the strangest transmission belt 
in modem history , establishing a 
credu lou sness among top American 
liberals 
that 
wou ld 
mak e John 
Birchers blu sh. 
He gav e then “ev idence” of a secret 
alliance between Eisenhower and Mc­ 
Carthy , of tantalizing riv alries be­ 
tween the staffs of the Internal Secu r­ 
ity Committee and the McCarthy 
Committee, of imminent p lans to 
enter into forbidden commu nication 
with Igor Gou zenk o, the Sov iet defec­ 
tor in Canada; of marital p roblems 
dev elop ing between Senator and Mrs. 
McCarthy ; of a clandestine White 
Hou se conference at which a smear 
camp aign against the Democratic 
P a rty was p rog ra m m e d , of 
McCarthy ’s informers in the White 
Hou se, in the Lo uisv ille Co urier- 
Jo urna l, in the New Yo rk Po st (the 
cook ing editor), ex cru ciating teasers 
abou t informants whose identity had

not been disclosed, and (my v ery 
fav orite), news that Senator Mc­ 
Carthy had amassed an arsenal of 
p istols, Lu gers, and su b-machine 
gu ns in the basement of the Senate 
office bu ilding. All this wrap p ed u p in 
a chaotic p ack age of notes, official 
memoranda, interoffice commu ncica- 
tions, secret transcrip ts, some il­ 
literate, some eloq u ent, alway s 
steaming with drama and emitting a 
sex ap p eal irresistible to the p ro­ 
fessional anti-McCarthy ites. 
Now this association continu ed 
with, and a su m of almost elev en 
thou sand dollars was p aid ov er to, a 
man who had written what nowaday s 
might be called a p rematu re Hu ston 
Plan. The memo from Pau l Hu ghes to 
Clay ton Fritchey dated December 
1953, p rep ared for Josep h Rau h, said:

comp lish less than nothing... u s (sic) 
to send a boy to do a man’s job.” 
Ev entu ally , after nine months of 
association, on the ev e of p u blishing 
the definitiv e ex p ose of McCarthy , 
researchers for the Wa shinto g to n 
Po st went to work and discov ered 
that the whole thing was a p hony . 
There was a trial: at which the ju ry 
refu sed to tak e the word of Hu ghes’ 
emp loy ers, freeing him, and disgrac­ 
ing them. Bu t y ou won’t read abou t 
it in the history book s, let alone see 
it dramatized in “Tail Gu nner Joe.” 
I say it again, the story of McCarthy 
cannot be told withou t telling the 
infinitely more comp lex story of his 
enemies.

WASHINGTON—The “ hu man 
rights” issu e in the Sov iet Union has 
the Kremlin terribly u p set. The q u es­ 
tion is why ? I p osed this p roblem to 
my good friend Gregor, a minor fu nc­ 
tionary at the Sov iet Embassy with 
high KGB connections. 
“Gregor," I said, “why on earth are 
y ou p eop le so ex cited abou t a few 
malcontents in y ou r cou ntry ? Su rely 
y ou , as the first or second most 
p owerfu l nation in the world, can 
stand a little criticism from a few 
dissidents who march to a different 
dru mmer." 
“Is p ersonal matter and none of 
y ou r bu siness!” Gregor said sou rly . 
“I’m not chiding y ou , Gregor, for 
y ou r stand,” I. said. “I’m ju st cu riou s 
why the fu ll p ower of the state has 
come down with su ch force on a 
handfu l of men? Is the Commu nist 
sy stem so fragile that it can't allow 
one or two p eop le to comp lain abou t 
the p olitical condition in y ou r cou n­ 
try ?” 
Gregor scowled. "Do y ou want de­ 
tente or don’t y ou want detente?"

I’m try ing to 
u nderstand what mak es y ou r leaders 
tick . Why do y ou k eep arresting p eo­ 
p le for sp eak ing ou t for a little more 
freedom’’” 


“There is no su ch thing as a little 
freedom,” Gregor said. “There is 
either freedom or no freedom. Ameri­ 
ca wants to destroy u s with freedom." 
“We do not,” I p rotested. “We lik e 
y ou ju st the way y ou are. Bu t frank ly , 
y ou ’re v ery boring p eop le. You k eep 
say ing the same thing ov er and ov er 
again. It's nice to hear a fresh v oice 
from Moscow ev ery once in a while, 
ev en if he doesn’t hav e a following.” 
“ How do y ou k now he doesn’t hav e 
a following?" 


"I ju st assu med it," I said, “I can’t 
believ e, from what I read in the 
Sov iet p ress, that these p eop le are 
nothing more than maniacs who 
belong in mental institu tions. Do 
they really hav e many su p p orters in 
y ou r cou ntry ?” 
“We don’t k now and we're not going 
to find ou t,” Gregor said. 
"Gregor, y ou sou nd frightened. Do 
y ou really believ e that a few writers 
and scientists wou ld driv e y ou into a 
free state?” 
"Not a free state—a Cap italist 
•tate. We don’t want any p art of 
Cap italism.” 
“I don’t blame y ou . It's a messy 
sy stem. We hav e gas shortages, coffee 
at $3 a p ou nd, and y ou can't ev en find 
a p ark ing p lace when y ou want it. Bu t 
su rely Sak harov and Ginzbu rg, and a 
few others, don’t hav e it in their 
p ower to mak e the Sov iet Union a 


Cap italist cou ntry ." 
“May be y es—may be no. Bu t that is 
for u s to decide. Ju st becau se we bu y 
y ou r wheat does not giv e y ou r Presi­ 
dent an ex cu se to write to one of ou r 
traitors.” 
“President Carter didn’t mean any 
harm. He answers all his mail. It’s a 
habit he p ick ed u p when he was 
selling p eanu ts.” 


Gregor hit his fist on the table. 
“Well, we won’t stand for it. How 
wou ld y ou lik e it if Brezhnev wrote to 
one of y ou r dissidents, Ronald Re­ 
agan?" 
“I wou ldn’t mind, bu t I don’t think 
Reagan wou ld lik e it. He might want 
to ru n for President in 1980 and a 
letter from Brezhnev wou ld k ill his 
chances.” 
“Why shou ld Americans care what 
we do to ou r writers and scientists?” 
he shou ted at me.

J a ck And erso n 
Blinds Still 
Dra wn in 
Energ y Office 


WASHINGTON— President Jim ­ 
my Carter has p romised to admit 
more su nlight into the back rooms of 
gov ernment, bu t the blinds are still 
drawn at the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration. The oil lobby ists who 
infest the p lace, y ou see, p refer to 
op erate in the shadows. 
In this eerie half light, the energy 
agency recently sav ed the oil indu stry 
from p rice controls by manip u lating 
a comp lex “trigger” formu la. It took 
a little lu brication in the right p laces 
to p rev ent the p rice crack down. For 
instance, the New England con­ 
gressmen had to be ap p eased. They 
hav e u su ally hollered the lou dest to 
k eep the lid on oil and gas p rices. 
So in another comp lex maneu v er, 
the energy agency arranged to grant 
an “entitlement” to the comp anies 
that imp ort home heating oil. Re­ 
du ced to simp le terms, this amou nted 
to a nick el-a-gallon su bsidy for fu el 
u sers. The biggest beneficiaries were 
the New England states, which de­ 
p end heav ily on imp orted oil. Thu s 
the entire nation wou ld end u p , in 
effect, help ing to p ay New England's 
heating bills. 
This soothed the New England con­ 
gressional lions who, in tu rn, su dden­ 
ly lost their v oices while the oil 
op erators rigged the formu la. It was 
accomp lished in the best American 
tradition 
of y ou -scratch-my -back - 
and-I’ll-scratch-y ou rs. 
Of cou rse, the general p u blic lost on 
both ends of the deal. They not only 
p aid the su bsidy to the New England 
fu el u sers, bu t also p aid the resu lting 
higher oil and gas p rices. It is a 
tribu te to the su nshades at the 
Federal Energy Administration that 
all this was achiev ed withou t the 
Americans at large ev er realizing they 
had been rip p ed off. 
Bu t they are entitled to k now, at 
least, who the v illains were in the 
back stage drama. The chief v illain 
was tall, imp osing Gorman Smith, 
the dep u ty energy administrator, who 
look s ev ery inch lik e the general he 
once was. 
In p lace of the medals, he now 
collects bu ttons op p osing the break ­ 
u p of Big Oil. No one q u estioned his 
integrity ; he is simp ly a tru e believ er 
in oil p ower. As a p rodu ct of the 
Pentagon, he has learned to think 
BIG—Big Military , Big Gov ernment, 
Big Oil. 
Ex -President Gerald Ford p u t him 
in charge of op erations at the Federal 
Energy Administration. Smith p ro­ 
v ed to be a tak e-charge administrator 
who su p p orted the oil indu stry on 
most issu es. He, therefore, became 
the darling of the oil crowd. 
They lobbied to k eep Smith, abov e 
all others, in the Carter administra­ 
tion. It may be a clu e to President 
Carter’s v u lnerability to oil p ressu re 
that Smith was one of the few su r­ 
v iv ors of the Nix on-Ford era who was 
ask ed to stay on the job. 
He stood lik e a modem Horatio at 
the oil derrick fighting off con­ 
gressional attemp ts to clamp down on 
oil and gas p rices. The battle to 
control p rices was led by the New 
England contingent. When the smok e 
cleared, they had comp romised on 
the comp licated “trigger” formu la. 
Stated stimp ly , p rice controls cou ld 
be triggered u nder the formu la if 
heating-oil p rices hit a certain lev el. 
The cold winter and the Arab p rice 
increase p u shed oil p rices so near this 
lev el that energy ex p erts ex p ected the 
trigger to go off. Bu t the oil-obliging 
Gorman Smith changed the formu la 
in a comp lex maneu v er that escap ed 
p u blic attention. 
This maneu v er sav ed the oil in­ 
du stry from p rice controls. Normally , 
it wou ld hav e ou rtaged the watchfu l 
New England Congressional delega­ 
tion. Bu t two other v illans in the 
drama, 
Hou se 
Sp eak er 
Thomas 
"Tip ” O’Neill and Sen. Ted Ken- 
ne d y , 
bot h 
l oy a l 
s ons 
of 
Massachu setts, abandoned the na­ 
tional interest in retu rn for the 
heatmg-oil su bsidy for the nativ e 
New England. 
Footnote: A sp ok esman for the New 
England cau cu s admitted that the 
delegation wou ld hav e objected to the 
form u la change if it had not obtained 
the heating-oil su bsidey . Gorman 
Smith told u s he acted in the p u blic 
interest. If he had not changed the 
formu la to av oid setting off p rice 
controls, he said, the ex p loration for 
v ital gas and oil wou ld hav e slack ed 
off. 


EXPLOITING THE ELDERLY: 
The sweet smell of Medicare money 
has stirred a nu mber of corp orations 
to offer home care for the elderly . 
This is regarded as more hu mane 
than institu tionalized care in nu rsing 
homes. 
T he 
c or p or a t i ons s e nd in 
homemak ers to care for the elderly in 
their own homes and then collect 
from the gov ernment. The bait is a 
ju icy $300 million, which the gov ern­ 
ment sp ends on this p rogram each 
y ear. 
Bu t some of these comp anies, we 
hav e fou nd, hav e charged ou trageou s 
p ersonal ex p enses to the gov ernment. 
The tax p ay ers hav e been billed for 
su ch items bb liq u or, tobacco, cars, 
v acations , p aintings, p olitical con­ 
tribu tions, lawy ers’ fees and interest 
on loans, according to comp etent 
sou rces.

Christian Academy Area First

SAUGERTIES - The stu­ 
dent* at Saugerties Christian 
Academy are alway s wo rking 
o n "a small bite” o f reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Ev en 
the tex tbo o ks are bite-size — 
pencil-thin, light as a feather 
and written to co v er three- 
week segments at a time. 
The inno v ativ e academy — 
o ne o f a kind in this area — is 
no t a ty pical scho o l, acco rding 
to its bro chure..Rather, it in­ 
tends 
to 
pro v ides 
an 
Ac­ 
celerated Christian Educatio n * 
in which learning replaces fail­ 
ure. No student ev er faces the 
frustratio n 
o f failure 
fro m 
being placed in an academic 
s i t u a t o n 
b e y o n d 
his 
capabilties, acco rding to the 
sy stem. He learns his histo ry 
o r English material in three- 
week spans and, if he do esn't 
receiv e a passing grade do f 80, 
he must redo and relearn it 
befo re go ing o n to the nex t 
tex t. 
The pupils who attend the 
Saugerties Academy in the 
First Baptist Church o n Parti­ 
tio n Street co me fro m sev eral 
scho o l district, and 4 0 per cent* 
o f then are fro m families o ut­ 
side the Baptist faith. 
"We ho v e Catho lic, Metho d­ 
ist, and o ther y o ungsters fro m 
Catskill, Onteo ra. 
Kingsto n 
and Saugerties," said super­ 
v ising principal Do nald Lee. 
“ Parents accept that we will 
teach what the Bible teaches 
because they want their chil­ 
dren here fo r ano ther facet." 
Fo r so me pa rents, the 
scho o l’s emphasis o n dis­ 
cipline is impo rtant. "It’s a 
strict discipline drawn fro m 
the Scriptures,” Lee said, "but 
its fo cus is co rrectio n rather 


Wo rking pro blem to gether. 


than punishment." 
Still, the co ncept o f "spare 
the ro d and spo il the child” 
do es no t permeate classro o ms 
and hallway s. A fifth grader in 
a bright red dress skipped 
alo ng lightly to her instrument 
:al music lesso n. A 12th grader 
o n the Academy ’s basketball 


team sprinted to the adjacent 
municipal gy m used by the 
scho o l. Yo uthful high spirits 
were much in ev idence, and 
smiling faces peered o v er the 
partitio ns that separate the 
caro usel o r "o ffice” in which 
each y o ungster studies. 
\jee, to o , seems to wear a 
perpetual smile. Pleasant, gre­ 
gario us and Michigan bo m, he 
came to the Academy last fall 
fro m No rth Caro lina. He’s 
pleased with ev ery aspect o f 
the scho o l, its staff, and its 
Christian curriculum. He be­ 
liev es the academy is here to 
stay 
after 
co mpleting 
its 
fo urth y ear o f educating sec­ 
o nd to 12th graders. 
Accel era ted Christia n 
Educatio n is a new co ncept 
and pro gram that has spread 
rapidly since 197 0 in the U.S., 
Lee said. 
Children wo rk alo ne at their 
o wn capability lev el and raise 


their hands fo r perso nal help 
fro m a teacher when a ques­ 
tio n needs asking. The help is 
immediately giv en o n a per­ 
so nal basis, freeing a child 
fro m the embarrassment o f 
asking a questio n alo ud in 
fro nt o f his classmates. 
Lee said so me students hav e 
been capable o f do ing as much 
as two y ears wo rk in o ne y ear. 
But the scho o l has a v ery high 
academic rating and the wo rk 
is to ugh. 
"We’re no t here to o ppo se 
the public scho o l sy stem," Lee 
said, “ and we hav e a go o d 
relatio nship with that sy stem. 
In fact the parents o f so me o f 
o ur students teach in the pub­ 
lic scho o ls, and we try to teach 
the same co ncept at the same 
time the 
public scho o l is 
teaching it, so we wo n’t be o ut 
o f step.” 
The Academy meets all Btate 
Regents 
qualificatio ns, 
and 
emphasizes reading, writing 
and arithmetic. Lee is pro ud o f 
the English pro gram. “ When 
students get o ut o f o ur gro ­ 
gram,” Lee laughed, "they 
kno w English.” 


The Christian Academy is 
ho used in its o wn building and 
activ ities fo r students co v er a 
wide range. They hav e their 
o wn basketball team, take 
field trips, study required sub­ 
jects in attractiv e "learning 
centers” o n the elementary 
and junio r and senio r high 
lev el, and hav e the o ppo rtuni­ 
ty to participate in art, music 
and spo rts. 
Since ACE is based o n age 
rather than grade, there is no 
real o r suppo sed class distinc­ 
tio n at the Academy . A child 
can be in as many as three 
grades at a time. If the o utside 
wo rld sees a sev enth grader as 
a y o ungster who sho uld be 12 
y ears o ld, the acc Academy 
do es no t feel it is unreaso nable 
to put nine-to l6 -y ear-o lds in 
that grade. 
It is an env iro nment that 
clearly helps bo th teachers 
and students to gro w. A pupil 
takes a test, no t with the who le 
class, but when he’s ready . 
Bo y s and girls check and sco re 
their o wn wo rk. But, if it 
seems similar to the o pen 
classro o m theo ry , it isn’t. The

The Pet Cor ner 
There Are Many Things to Think About at Time of Mare’s Foaling

Lawrence Holden, DVM 
(Editor'i Note: Lawrence 
Holden, local v eterinarian, 
writes a colu mn regu larly 
for the Daily Freeman con* 
cerning animals and their 
care.) 
(Q.)—This is my first ex ­ 
p erience owning a p regnant 
mare. She is du e to foal in 
early Ap ril. What care shou ld ^ 
be giv en to the foal and mare 
at the time of foaling? 
(A .)—F ir s t of all, we 
shou ld discu ss the signs of 
ap p ro aching p a rtu ritio n 
(giv ing of birth), so y ou can 
hav e some idea of when foal­ 
ing might come. The mare's 
u dder first begins to dev elop 
3 to 6 weeks before foaling. 
The v u lv a begins to swell 
and becomes flaccid in the 
last few weeks. Within two 
to fou r day s of p artu rition 
the p elv ic ligaments relax 
and this may giv e the ap ­ 
p earances of an elev ation of 
the tailhead. In most mares 
the u dder becomes filled with 
colostru m, called "wax ing" 
the first milk, two day s 
before foaling, and oozing of 
this colostru m, called "w ax ­ 
ing," is observ ed 6 to 48 
hou rs before giv ing birth. 
Within fou r hou rs of foaling, 
slight sweating in the flank 
region and behind the elbows 
is frequ ently noticed. Mares 
will go off feed only an hou r 
or two before foaling. As the 
first stage of labor adv ances, 
the mare becomes restless, 
may show slight colley signs, 
switches her tail, gets u p and 
down frequ ently . These signs 
become more marked u ntil 
the allantois chorion (water 
bag) ru p tu res and the second 
stage of labor begins. 
Mares seem able to control 
p artu rition more than other 
animals and p refer the qu iet 
solitu de of night, and so u su ­ 
ally hold off foaling u ntil 
night time hou rs. So, there­ 
fore, be p rep ared to sp end 
the night in the barn. 
After ru p tu re of the water 
bag, if y ou don’t see any feet 
within an hou r consu lt y ou r 
v eterinarian. As soon as the 
foal is ou t, remov e the mem­ 
branes from the head. Tickl­ 
ing the nostrils with a p iece 
of straw help s to stimu late 
breathing. If the foal still 
does not breathe, hold the 
foal u p eide-down and ru b its 
body with a towel to dry and 
stimu late it, remov e any 
mu cu s in the nostrils. 
Wait u ntil the u mbilical 
cord stop s p u lsing before 
cu tting it, and disinfect the 
nav al with a dilu ted iodine 
solu tion. 
If the mare is not on a 
regu lar tetanu s tox oid p ro­ 
gram, both the mare and foal 
shou ld receiv e a tetanu s 
antitox in injection. 
Be su re the foal gets colos­ 
tru m, as the first milk con­ 
tains antibodies for p rotect­ 
ing the foal against infection 
before it can dev elop its own 
immu nity . 
It is v ery imp ortant to 
make su re that the foal can 
u rinate and is p assing ma­ 
nu re. An enema can be giv ­ 
en. 
When the mare deliv ers the 
p lacenta (afterbirth) check 
for comp leteness, or bring it 
to a v eterinarian to ex amine. 
If the p lacenta weighs ov er 
14 p ou nds this rep resents 
some infection and both the 
mare and the foal shou ld be 
p laced on antibiotic therap y 
for a week. 
If the p lacenta is not de-

liv ered for ov er an hou r after 
giv ing birth, 4 0 to 6 0 u nits of 
ox y tocin may be giv en to 


help the mare contract. She 
shou ld also be p u t on anti­ 
biotic therap y . If the p lacen­ 


ta is retained for more than 
12 hou rs, it shou ld be gently 
remov ed. 


These are the things that 
shou ld be done, bu t some of 
them shou ld only be p er­ 


formed by a v eterinarian. So 
seek p rofessional adv ice, es­ 
p ecially since y ou ’v e nev er 


attended a foaling. Elev en 
months is a long time to wait 
from the time of concep tion 


and it wou ld be a shame to 
lose a foal du e to a lack of 
knowledge.

her family had fou nd tasty . 
Howev er, it is either v ery pop­ 
u lar or not on the shelv es in all 
of the markets and so it was 
with su rprise th a t Dale 
H eidenreich of Sau g erties 
came u pon this sou p at Weis 
Market, 59 cents for a cu p a 
little larg er than a coffee cu p. 
The produ ct is processed by 
the Nissin Food Co. and the 
home “cook" simply adds boil­ 
ing water to top of cu p, allows 
it to steep for three to fiv e 


minu tes. It does prov ide a de­ 
liciou s cu p of sou p, “not ex act­ 
ly like sou p in the conv en­ 
tional sty le," Heidenreich con­ 
cedes. It contained noodles, 
scrambled 
eg g s, 
v eg etables 
(carrots and potatoes), 
crou tons, chinese noodles and 
g a rlic 
f l a v or ing .

Heidenreichs tried both the 
shrimp and beef v arieties and 
admitted that it cou ld be “a 
qu ick wholesome lu nch, a wel­ 
come chang e...the shrimp was 
in tiny bits, thou g h, y ou had to 
look for it.” 
Dale Heidenreich also tried 
Campbell’s frozen sou ps, the 
latest in sou ps, which most of 
the panelists u sed.

K IN G S T O N -T he basic 
pu rpose of social secu rity cash 
ben efits is to prov ide con tin u ­ 
in g in come to a worker an d 
family when their u su al in ­ 
come from work is cu t off or 
re d u c e d becau se of the 
worker’s retiremen t, disability 
or death. 
Retiremen t ben efits may be 
paid ev en if y ou do n ot stop 
workin g completely . You can 
earn $3,000 this y ear withou t 
hav in g an y ben efits withheld. 
If y ou earn more than $3,000 
we will withhold on e dollar in 
ben efits for each two dollars in 
earn in gs abov e $3,000. 
For ex ample, if y ou are re­ 
ceiv in g $200 a mon th in social 


secu rity pay men ts an d y ou 
earn $3,000 y ou will receiv e 
$2,400 in social secu rity 
pay men ts for the y ear 19 7 7 . If 
y ou r earn in gs shou ld be $5,000 
in 19 77 y ou wou ld still be 
en titled to receiv e $1,400 in 
social secu rity pay men ts. You 
cou ld earn as mu ch as $7 ,000 
an d still be en titled to $400 in 
social secu rity pay men ts. 


You shou ld remember too, 
that ev en if y ou r earn in gs ex ­ 
ceed $3,000 for the y ear y ou 
cou ld be en titled to a social 
secu rity check for an y mon th 
in which y ou do n ot earn more 
than $250 in wages an d y ou dc 
n ot perform su bstan tial ser­ 
v ice in self-employ men t.

that y ou are en titled to $17 5 a 
mon th an d du rin g 19 77 y ou r 
earn in gs will be approx imately 
$9 ,000. Howev er, in Ju n e an d 
Ju ly , 19 77, y ou are laid off an d 
do n ot earn more than $250 in 
Ju n e an d Ju ly . You retu rn ed 
to work in Au gu st. You wou ld 
be en titled to receiv e y ou r so­ 
cial secu rity check for the 
mon ths of Ju n e an d Ju ly . 
All e arn in g s from em ­ 
ploy men t or self-employ men t 
cou n t, whether or n ot the work 
is cov ered by Social Secu rity . 
Gen erally , earn in gs for the en ­ 
tire y ear mu st be cou n ted. 
This in clu des mon ths both 
before an d after y ou r ben efits 
en d. When y ou reach 7 2, y ou 
can earn as mu ch as y ou wan t 
an d still get y ou r fu ll social 
secu rity check each mon th. 
You r earn in gs after 72 are n ot 
in clu ded when figu rin g what 
ben efits are du e y ou for the 
mon ths in the y ear before y ou 
reach 72. 
In come from sav in gs, in v est­ 
men ts, pen sion s or in su ran ce 
does n ot cou n t. The earn in gs 
y ou hav e from employ men t 


an d self-employ men t may af­ 
fect y ou r own ben efits as well 
as an y ben efits goin g to y ou r 
depen den ts. 
Howev er, if a depen den t or a 
su rv iv or 
has 
earn in gs, 
the 
earn in gs will on ly affect the 
depen den t or su rv iv ior an d n ot 
ben efits to other members of 
the family . 
For ex ample, y ou , the work­ 
er, retire at age 65 an d an d 
y ou r wife becomes en titled to 
wife’s ben efit based on y ou r 
earn in gs record. You r wife de­ 
cides to go to work an d she 
earn s more than the $3,000 
limitation . On ly her ben efit 
will be affected, n ot y ou rs. 
Howev er, if y ou earn more 
than the $3,000 figu re, n ot on ly 
y ou r ben efit will be affected 
bu t also y ou r wife’s. 
If y ou are receiv in g ben efits 
becau se y ou are disabled, dif­ 
feren t ru les apply to an y work 
y ou do.

A Jewish View o f Pra y er in Scho o ls

More than a d ecad e ago, in 
a sweep ing series of d ecisions, 
the Su p reme Cou rt stru ck 
d own laws that p ermitted 
p ray ers and d ev otional Bible 
read ing in the p u blic schools. 


Althou gh there hav e been 
sev eral attemp ts to rev erse the 
Cou rt throu gh legislativ e ac­ 
tion, none of those efforts hav e 
been su ccessfu l and there is 
little lik lihood that they will 
be in the near fu tu re. 


Inatead , attention has 
focu sed on the area allowed by 
the Cou rt —the “objectiv e" 
teaching abou t religion. 


In the 14 y ears that hav e 


come since the Schemp p case, 
in which the Cou rt ru led ou t 
all d ev otional Bible read ings 
and p ray er, at least 1,000 local 
p rograms hav e been in- 
stitu ted , seek ing to teach su ch 
su bjects as the Bible as liter­ 
atu re, religion and cu ltu re and 
comp art!v e rtligion. 


Throu ghou t this d ev elop ­ 
ment, accord ing to Nancy 
Fu chs-Kreimer, a grad u ate 
stu d ent at Yale Div inity who 
stu d ied the growth of religiou s 
stu d ies in the p u blic schools 
u nd er the su sp ices of the Re­ 
ligiou s Ed u cation Association 
and the Institu te for Jewish 
Policy Planning and Research, 
the Jewish resp onse to the 
issu e 
has been somewhat 
stand offish. 


Writing in "Analy sis," the 
Institu te’s monthly magazine, 
Ms. Fu chs-Kreimer said there 
hav e been three strains of re­ 
sp onse to the issu e of religion 
in the p u blic schools: 
— Op p osition becau se of the 
lik elihood su ch teaching "will 
stray from religiou s stu d y to 
religiou s ind octrination.” 
— Op p osition becau se re­ 
ligion, and p articu larly 
Ju d aism, shou ld maintain its 
d istance from the state so that 
it can remain a p rop hetic critic 
of the au te. 
— At least tenativ e su p p ort 
by a small hand fu l of ind iv id ­ 
u als who see in p u blic school 
religiou s stu d ies “a p otentially 
worthwhile ed u cational en­ 
d eav or."

With those three resp onses 
in mind , Ms. Fu chs-Kreimer 
argu es that the Jewish re­ 
sp onse has been inad eq u ate 
and that the Jewish commu ni­ 
ty shou ld become more in­ 
v olv ed in the institu tions su p - 
p ogting objectiv e teaching 
abou t religion in the p u blic 
schools. 
She argu es that activ e, legal 
op p osition to religion stu d ies is 
u nlik ely to su cceed in the 
cou rts bu t that if the Jewish 
commu nity began to ex amine 
p articu lar cases, “selectiv e op ­ 
p osition may be more effectiv e 
in gu ard ing against abu se than 
wou ld the stance of nonin- 
v olv ement.” 
The Sy nagogu e Cou ncil of 
America, the u mbrella agency 
of Ju d aism, shou ld consid er 
joining the National Cou ncil 
on Religion and Pu blic Ed u ca­ 
tion and that "from insid e 
Jews can serv e as watchd ogs.” 
u rging gu id elines and limits on 
the d ev elop ment of religion 
cou rses, she said . 
A fu rther step might be to 
"imp rov e the Jewish contribu ­ 
tion to religiou s stu d ies in the 
p u blic school... throu gh fu nd ­ 


ing and sp onsoring the d e­ 
v elop ment of cu rricu lu m," she 
said . 
"Since ignorance on the p art 
of teachers is at least as seriou s 
a p roblem as consciou s ev an­ 
gelism," she said , "Jewish or­ 
ganizations can work p olitical­ 
ly to imp rov e teacher ed u ca­ 
tion in religiou s stu d ies." 
In the long ru n, she said , 
Jews mu st ask the q u estion of 
what the real threat is that 
they p erceiv e in p u blic ed u ca­ 
tion religiou s stu d ies. 
It is a q u estion that has been 
raised before, by Protestants 
and Roman Catholics as well, 
who are critical of the imp licit 
“religiou s" natu re of ed u ca­ 
tion in general. 
“Teach the Bible as religiou s 
tru th or teach it as a work of 
literatu re, each is a statement, 
neither is neu tral," she said .

All Abo ut the Wo nderful Sewing Awl 


' Man y of u s do n ot credit 
■v eg etables en ou g h with their 
importan t place as basic body 
bu ildin g an d protectiv e foods. 
Tt is u su ally habit rather than 
health awaren ess that makes 
jBost people add a few small 
portion s (rf wilted salad or 
-some ov er cooked v eg etables to 
{jieir meals. 
A g reater appreciatio n o f 
raw o r lig htly steamed v eg e­ 
tables wo ald do much in up­ 
g rading o ne’s resistance and 
health. 
The familiar lettu ce, esca­ 
role, dan delion g reen s, celery , 
carrot, cabbag e, cu cu mber, 
okra, parsley , sprou ted seeds 
or bean s, beets, bru ssel 
sprou ts, spin ach, watercress, 
etc., 
all 
con tain 
v alu able 
amou n ts of v itamin s, min erals 
an d en zy mes. 
For ex ample, hig h amou n ts 
■of v itamin C are fou n d in 
cabbag e, parsley an d all 
sprou ts. Vitamin C is n ot on ly 
importan t for prev en tion bu t 
is also v alu able in deficien cy 
* ailmen ts su ch as bleedin g 
g u ms, den tal decay , weak or 
brittle bon es, (osteoporosis), 
n osebleeds, an em ia, an d 
weakn ess of the blood v essel 
walls (bru isin g easily ). 
No sing le v itamin sho uld 
bo iso lated o r taken at the 
ex pense o f o thers, as all 
nutrients wo rk to g ether fo r 
the benefit o f the entire bo dy . 
' „ Parsley is ag ood ex ample of 
a v alu able well balan ced food 
with a hig h v itamin A an d C 
con ten t. The an cien ts were 
aware that cu rativ e potion s 
cou ld be made from parsley 
an d u sed ev ery part of the 
plan t in clu din g leav es, stems, 
. roots an d seeds for certain dis­ 
eases an d skin disorders. To- 
■ day , we kn ow that they were 
, correct, as laboratory tests 
; show that v itamin s B an d E 
• are also fou n d in parsley as 
well as calciu m, iron , phos- 
■ phoru s, potassiu m an d iron . 
Mo st Americans o v ereat 
the v ario us animal and meat 
pro ducts at meal times mak­ 
ing v eg etables mino r and un- 
; impo rtant items o f fo o d. 
It shou ld be the other way 


arou n d....v eg etables shou ld be 
stressed an d an imal an d meat 
produ cts min imized. 
' 
An ideal meal shou ld beg in 
with the familiar bu t v alu able 
carrots an d cabbag e whose 
n ou rishin g qu alities are n ot 
alway s recog n ized. Cabbag e is 
hig h in v itamin C, as well as 
cholin e which is part of the 
v itamin B complex . Lack of 
cholin e is a factor in n arrowed 
an d harden ed arteries (recen t 
stu dies at the Los An g eles 
Gen eral 
Hospital 
in dicates 
that cholin e may be helpfu l in 
wardin g off this seriou s ail­ 
men t). 
In addition to v itamin s B 
an d 
C, 
cabbag e 
con tain s 
traces of iron an d iodin e which 
also are fou n d in abu n dan ce in 
on ion s, sprou ts, watercress, 
spin ach an d carrots. (The 
cellu lose in cabbag e also is 
helpfu l for the relief of con ­ 
stipation ). 
Iodin e is on e of the most 
importan t min erals. It is n ow 
recog n ized as an essen tial ele­ 
men t for main tain in g men tal 
an d phy sical balan ce as well as 
th a t som ethin g we term 
"spritu alism" for wan t of a 
better word. It also has to do 
with en erg y , en du ran ce an d 
weig ht. 
Reg arding v eg etables g en­ 
erally : Nev er discard the liq­ 
uid left o v er after o o o king . 
This liquid juio e co ntains 
many v aluable nutrients and 
when this is discarded many 
hig hly no urishing minerals 
and v itamins are lo o t. 
Vitamin C which is solu ble 
in water alway s en ds u p in the 
liqu id when v eg etables are 
codied. We shou ld alway s u se 
as little water as possible when 
cookin g an d make su re that 
lids are on tig htly to prev en t 
ev aporation . Vitamin C is a 
v ery perishable v itamin an d is 
destroy ed in len g thy codlin g . 
Any 
v eg etable which Is 
co o ked fo r mo re than SO 
minutes will lo se all o r mo at 
o f Its v itamin C v alue. 
The cookin g methods u sed 
in most American homes, 
schools an d restau ran ts 


elimin ates 90 per cen t or more 
of v itamin C. (Con serv ation of 
v itamin C is especially impor­ 
tan t as su rv ey s hav e shown 
that man y American adu lts 
are deficien t in this v ital 
health su bstan ce. Ev en if peo­ 
ple do con su me su fficien t v ita­ 
min C, its ben eficial effects 
c a n 
be 
c a n c e l l e d 
ou t..especially 
by 
cig arette 
smokin g . 
Medical 
researchers 
fin d 
that tobacco alon g with alco­ 
hol, tea, coffee an d soda de­ 
stroy v itamin C, in the body — 
tobacco bein g the n u mber on e 
en emy . 
Yo u do no t hav e to bo a 
smo ker to suffer fro m the ill 
effects (rf to bacco ; Just bo ing 
In tho ro o m with o ne o r mo re 
smo kers has harmful effects 
o n y o ur health.. .neutralizing 
v itamin C In particular. 
Three basic v eg etables, 
aside from those men tion ed 
prev iou sly , prov ide poten t 
health bu ildin g materials; 
They are carrots, beets an d 
parsn ips. 
Carrots con tain hig h v ita­ 
min A compu n ds tog ether with 
iodin e, iron an d copper. (Vita­ 
min A is essen tial for g ood 
ey esig ht) 
Parsn ips are hig h in phos- 
poru s, an importan t min eral 
n ecessary for the health of 
bon es, brain an d mu scu lar tis­ 
su e. 
Beets take a hig h place for 
their v itamin s, min erals, pro- 
t 
e 
i 
n 
a n 
d 
carbohy rates..v itamin s Bl, 
B2, n iacin , B6, C an d P help 
accou n t for their health g iv in g 
properties. 
Su mmaiisln g : If v eg etables 
(preferably raw, shredded or 
g rated; or lig htly steamed) an d 
v eg etable ju ices are added to 
ou r daily diet we can ex pect to 
u pg rade 
an d improv e ou r 
health. 


Let’s say y ou wan t to repair 
a rip in y ou r ten t ... or fix a 
pair of old hikin g boots ... or 
make a leather slipcase for 
y ou r su n g lasses. You cou ld g o 
abou t the job armed with a 
tou t n eedle an d some stron g 
thread — bu t that’s the hard 
way to do leather An d can v as 
work. A mu ch easier way 
wou ld be to u se a han dy little 
dev ice kn own as a SEWING 
AWL. 
Perhaps y ou ’v e seen ads for 
these tin y han d-held leather 
stitchers before an d won dered 
if they work, bu t y ou ’v e alway s 
been hesitan t to sen d away for 
on e 
an d 
fin d 
ou t. 
Well, 
hesitate n o fu rther, becau se 
these little jewels do in deed 
work. An d we can ’t recom­ 
men d ‘em too hig hly . 
Sewin g awls don ’t cost mu ch 
at all. We pu rchased ou rs for 
the ridicu lou sly low price of 
$2.20 postpaid ... an d we con ­ 
sider it to be an especially n ice 
model. 
It came with: (I) a han d­ 
somely desig n ed, comfortable 
wooden han dle, (2) two dif­ 
feren t sizes of n eedles, (3) a 
bobbin to hold the n y lon 
thread, an d (4) an adequ ate 
set of in stru ction s. 
On e n ice featu re abou t ou r 
awl was that the bobbin was 
en closed in the han dle — mak­ 
in g the whole u n it qu ite com­ 
pact. Other bran ds featu re ex ­ 
posed bobbin s an d storag e 
space for ex tra n eedles in side 
the han dle. Both ty pes of awls 
perform well. 


How does the tool work? The 
sewin g awl makes a lock 
stitch, ju st like a reg u lar sew­ 
in g machin e"— bu t the awl can 
take on heav y -du ty materials 
— su ch as leather an d can v as 
— that the sewin g machin e 


can ’t. 
(Ev en if y ou r sewin g ma­ 
chin e cou ld han dle the heav y 
stu ff, chan ces are y ou cou ldn ’t 
take it to the barn to men d a 
can v as bag or fix some leather 
breechin g . An d the reg u lar 
sewin g machin e certain ly 
won ’t fit in y ou r backpack!) 
The in stru ction s that come 
with the awl are pretty clear on 
how to make a stitch, bu t they 
g loss ov er a cou ple of poin ts 
that we feel are pretty impor­ 
tan t. 
Nu mber on e, 
when y ou 
make somethin g from scratch 
y ou mu st hav e access to both 
sides of the material. (That 
may n ot sou n d like an impor­ 
tan t poin t to y ou n ow ... bu t 
wait u n til y ou try to make 
somethin g fan cy , like a pair of 
moccasin s!) 
Nu mber two, ev en thou g h 
it’s easy to make a basic stitch 
with the tool, the n eatn ess of 
y ou r fin al produ ct will depen d 
to a g reat ex ten t on y ou r dex ­ 
terity an d atten tion to detail. 
The sewin g awl will fill a 
fu n ction al n iche in y ou r life. 
Use it alon g with su ch com­ 
mon hou sehold item s as 
sin g le-edg e razor blades, 
scissors, pen cils an d pen s an d 
a straig ht-edg e to make thin g s 
y ou n eed an d repair articles 


y ou don ’t hav e the mon ey to 
replace. 
If y ou ’re ju st startin g to u se 
on e of these tools, a g ood first 
project mig ht be to make a 
leather carry in g case in which 
to keep y ou r stitcher, ex tra 
n eedles, 
thread an d other 
g oodies. 
(Speakin g of n eedles an d 
thread, y ou ’d be wise to 
pu rchase ex tras ... becau se 
y ou ’ll soon n eed ‘em, on ce y ou 
g et ‘‘hooked" on han d- 
stitchin g !) 


Leather bag s an d pou ches 
are easy to make. When y ou 
hav e a sewin g awl. You ’ll fin d 
that su ch con tain ers are g reat 
for storin g n ails, screws an d 
other sharp objects becau se 
they don ’t tip ov er (or break) 
easily . (An d with a drawstrin g , 
they ’re easy to tote, too!) 
Be prepared to thin k dif­ 
feren tly abou t that old pair of 


boots y ou were g oin g to throw 
away ... or that ripped ten t y ou 
were g oin g to fix “someday ’’ ... 
or an y other leather (or can ­ 
v as) item y ou ’v e been mean in g 
to repair. Becau se chan ces are, 
with the aid of y ou r tru sty 
sewin g awl y ou 'll be able to 
make these thin g s as g ood as 
n ew ag ain ... or y ou ’ll at least 
be able to salv ag e the leather 


an d tu rn it in to somethin g 
beau tifu l! 


Forag e wild foods rig ht in 
the city . For the booklet “Free 
Foods," sen d 26 cen ts an d a 
lon g , stamped, self-addressed 
en v elope to The Mother Earth 
News , Box 4994, Des Moin es, 
Iowa 50306.

Th is h as been a 
y ear u nlike mo st in h is co ach ing career, and Do u g Sh eppard 
is sav o ring it. 


“ Aa y o u kno w I wanted to get back Into basketball,’’ 
Sheppard waa say ing befo re he to o k his place besides 
head co ach M ike Perry o n the U lster Co unty Co mmunity 
Co llege bench prio r to Saturday night’s to urnament 
sem ifinal gam e against Farmingdale, “ Being an assis* 
tant co ach I’v e been able to be mo re o f a teacher. And 
it has been a great teaching ex perience fo r me because 
this is o ne o f th few times in my life that I'v e had so much 
talent to wo rk w ith.” 


Talent is th e key wo rd. Wh en Sh eppard was basketball 
co ach at New P altz State o h th o se many y ears, th ere wasn’t 
m u ch o f it. Th e Bo b Dillmans, Jo e Faccio llis and Fred 
Sadlers were rare birds indeed in Hawk o range and wh ile 
h is perio d as h ead m an o f th e N P ro u ndball pro gram was 
enjo y able fro m th e standpo int o f being inv o lv ed in th e game 
and th e play ers' liv es, it didn’t pay o ff in a significant 
nu m ber o f v icto ries. 
Ev entu ally it began to wear th in and Sh eppard go t o u t, 
relinqu ish ing th e v arsity jo b to Si Pesav ento wh ile h e lo o ked 
o n with interest fro th e bleach ers. So o n Pesav ento mo v ed 
to Wallkill High Sch o o l and Jo e Do no v an to o k o v er. Still, 
Sh eppard stay ed away . Bu t by th en h e was getting itch y to 
get back into th e spo rt. Wh en th e o ppo rtu nity to spend a 
y ear co ach ing in Sweden co incided with h is sabatical leav e 
fro m New Paltz, Sh eppard ju m ped at it. And wh en h e 
retu rned and Mike Perry let it be kno wn h e co u ld u se h im 
as an assistant co ach th e tem ptatio n was to o stro ng to resist. 


Anno u ncement o f th e Sh eppard appo intm ent raised mo re 
th an a few ey ebro ws o f co u nty skeptics. A Sh eppard-Perry 
marriage ju st co u ldn't wo rk, th ey said. Th e two stro ng-

Sh eppard co ncedes th at h e isn’t th e same basketball 
co ach to day th at h e was a decade ago at New Paltz.

ro le at New Paltz S tate wh ere h e carries a fu ll teach ing lo ad, 
keeping h im bu sy mo st o f th e rest o f th e tim e, Sh eppard 
h asn’t h ad mu ch o f an o ppo rtu nity to fo llo w th e fo rtu nes 
o f th e cu rrent Hawks.

"I did get a ch ance to see th ree games recently , 
h e said.

My friend, let’s ju st call h im Bill, is o f th e o pinio n th at th e 
men with th e wh istles nev er make m istakes—o r almo st 
nev er. I disagree. 
Last week we bo th watch ed a game at Ulster. L ater I h eard 
Bill say , “Th ey missed o ne call, th at's all. One call. 
No w th at was silly . I’d be su rprised if th ere ev er was a 
basketball game any wh ere wh ere th e referees missed o nly 
o ne call. In th is particu lar case th ere were a go o d h alf do zen 
o bv io u s m istakes alo ng with th e u su al bu nch o f th o se 
ambigu o u s “ju dgem ent” situ atio ns. 
The po int I co uldn’t get thro ugh to Bill waa that to say 
an o fficial m isses so me calls is no t necessarily to say he 
called a bad game. The two men wo rking the Ulster- 
Orange gam e weren’t flaw less by any m eans, but they 
didn’t do their jo b any wo rse than the play ers o r the 
co aches. 


Bill is relu ctant to bu y th is. He h appens to be an o fficial 
h imself, and h e wo u ld rath er believ e th at basketball o fficials 
are do ing a mech anical jo b rath er th an perfo rming like th e 
play ers and co ach es. 
“ They do n’t ev en kno w all the rules,” he say s, lev eling 
a pro bably v alid criticism at co mplaining co aches. But 
that do esn’t answer the questio n. It o bscures it. 
May be referees are to o bu ried in th eir ru les. I do n’t like 
it wh en an o fficial peeks into th e o fficial sco rebo o k to see 
if any wro ng nu m bers are listed so h e can call a tech icnical 
'fo u l. It do esn’t qu ite seem to be th e spirit o f th e law eith er 
wh en a referee sneaks qu ietly into th e gy m befo re a game 
to see o f h e can catch any bo dy du nking in th e lay u p drill. 
Pencils h av e erasers—ch ange th e nu mber. Let th e co ach es 
ex plain to th eir play ers w h at a bro ken backbo ard means. 
I’d like to see mo re refs pay attentio n to the tempo o f 
the game. A few o f them are co nscio us o f the pace o f the 
actio n, and they ’re the sam e men who draw the mo st 
praise all the way aro und. 
Mo re disru ptiv e th an any o th er v io latio n is walking. 
Referees lo v e to wh istle th at o ne. As o ften no t it’s called in 
an u npressu red situ atio n. To th e defense it’s ju st a gift. It 
sto ps th e game co ld and tu rns it aro u nd th e o th er way . 
Wh y call it so mu ch ? Half th e time it isn’t warrented. A 
go o d ballplay er h as h is steps do wn instinctiv ely , and in h is 
case h e o ften fakes o u t th e o fficial alo ng w ith h iB man. 
And wh y call it eith er if th e fo o tsh u ffling is no mo re th an

Giv en this state o f affairs it seems a sham e that a 
J UCO o rganizatio n like Regio n XV do esn’t make mo re 
o f an effo rt to help Itself. 
In terms o f spectato r interest (read that rev enue), the 
best pro duct J UCO scho o ls hav e go t go ing is basketball. 
D espite that, Regio n XV did a lo usy jo b o f pro mo ting its 
y ear-end to urnam ent. Things co uld hav e been ev en 
wo rse had no t the final regio nal results pro duced eight 
fairly o bv io us cho ices fo r participatio n in the to urney . 
The fiv e-man to urnament co mmittee didn’t hav e any 
pro blem lining up the seeds. Fo ur chickens and a rubber 
duck co uld hav e do ne it. 
So with no squ awks to be h eard abo u t wh o ’s play ing, th e

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To mmy Zano , nee Pro v enzano , a nativ e o f Glasco wh o no w 
resides in Naples, Flo rida, was o ne o f six fo rmer Sau gerties 
area ath letic figu res recently indu cted in th e Sau gerties 
Spo rts Hall o f Fame. 
Th e o th ers were Bernie Freligh , Jack Harris, Bill Kau f­ 
man, Fabian L. Ru ssell and Ro bert A. Sny der. All were cited 
fo r impressiv e credentials and co ntribu tio ns to spo rts, bu t 
To mmy Zano was a man apart. 


The ups and do wns o f Zano ’s remarkable career as an 
athlete and businessm an are straight o ut o f Ho ratio 
Alger. 
Dam aged hands abruptly terminated his pro mising 
pro fessio nal bo x ing career. But in retro spect he was 
co ncerned that he had nev er achiev ed his lifelo ng ambi­ 
tio n to beco me an athletic co ach. 
He o nce fo und himself in New Orleans with ex actly fiv e 
cents in his po cket and slept in a Catho lic missio n. Years 
later, he w as to build a mo dest flo o r co v ering business 
into a m illio n do llar enterprise emplo y ing 
30 perso ns in 
Naples. 


Zano was part o f th e Go lden Era o f area bo x ing — th e 
pre-war perio d th at was do m inated by lo cal ligh ters like 
Jo h nny Carpino , Petey Hay es, Jo e and (« abe Vo zdik, Nick 
Zinna, Vince Co ffey . Bu ddy Emberso n and Vince Hart. And 
fo u r wo rld ch ampio ns sto pped o ff in Kingsto n o n th eir way 
to th e to p — Melio Bettina, M arty Serv o , Lo u Ambers and 
Su gar Ray Ro binso n 
We’ll nev er kno w h o w far To mmy Zano co u ld h av e 
adv anced in th e welterweigh t div isio n h ad h is career no t 
been cu t sh o rt by blo ated h ands. 
Sev ering his ties with bo x ing was a traumatic ex ­ 
perience fo r Zano , who wo n 24 o f 25 fights as an amateur 
in the Adiro ndack AAU and IO straight in the Civ ilian 
Co nserv atio n Co rps (CCC). He was the sem ifinalist to 
many o f Melio Bettlna’e main ev ents at Wo o dcliff Park 
in Po ughkeepsie and had o ther fights in N ew J ersey and 
New Yo rk City . 
"The bo x ing reco rd m agazine (Ring) did no t sh o w half 
o f the pro fights I had,” Zano recalled recently . “ I had 
a to tal o f abo ut 30 pro fights, 25 as an amateur and IO 
with CCC and finished my career with 6 0 wins and fiv e 
lo sses.” 


Still nu rsing th e dream o f a co llege edu catio n and career 
as a co ach , Zano acqu ired th e needed two y ears o f h igh 
sch o o l at nigh t in New Yo rk with an ey e o n Sav age Institu te. 
He wo u ld qu it bo x ing making eno u gh mo ney and start h is 
co ach ing career. It nev er panned o u t th at way . 
“ After fiv e y ears o f bo x ing I had to quit and leav e New 
Yo rk because my hands blew up like ballo o ns after ev ery 
fight and fo r the last two y ears I w as in real ago ny . I 
made a deal with my manager and go t my co ntract 
back.” 
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"I h ad many ‘big bro th ers' wh ile I was at th e \ and bo x ing, 
Zano said "Jo e Kelly , Senato r Wicks, Ch arlie Ro o ea and 
o th ers. Th ey gav e me enco u ragement to carry o n. Jo e Kelly , 
th en spo rts edito r o f th e Kingsto n Daily Freeman, wro te me 
a no te daily th e y ear and a h alf I spent in New Yo rk. I realize 
no w h o w im po rtant th at was to me in th o se day s." 


After training bu t av o iding bo x ing fo r a y ear, Zano h eaded 
back to New Yo rk u naware th at h is career was abo u t to 
reach a sh attering climax . "I made co ntact with Bill Du ffy , 
wh o managed Primo Cam era, Mickey Walker and o th er 
greats and h e agreed to manage me. My h ands blew u p again 
after th e first figh t bu t I h ad eigh t figh ts fo r Du ffy , winning 
sev en and drawing th e o th er. 
"T h e last bo u t I h ad fo r Mr. Du ffy was a M adiso n Squ are 
Garden ‘special’. I kno cked o u t Jim m ie Grim m, a pro tege 
o f Jo e Go u ld, wh o h ad a string o f 18 straigh t wins, 
"M ike Jaco bs, th e biggest pro mo ter o f th e day , saw me 
kno ck o u t Grimm and asked me to bo x fo r h im in different

clu bs ev ery co u ple o f weeks,” said Zano . “Here I was o n to p 
o f th e wo rld bu t I knew I was nearing th e end o f th e trail.” 
Zano knew h e co u ldn’t fu lfill th e co m m itm ent to 
J aco bs. 
“ I h ad sev en figh ts befo re th at with abo u t two and a h alf 
m o nth s rest between bo u ts to rest my h ands. I h ad h ad two 
y ears o f th at ro u tine and th e do cto r wh o to o k care o f Jim m y 
Braddo ck's h ands su ggested th at I qu it th en befo re risking 
cancer o f th e marro w o f th e bo nes 
“I decided to talk with Du ffy and get released fro m my 
co ntract,” said Zano . “ He was v ery decent abo u t it and I 
sh all nev er fo rget h is parting wo rds: To o bad y o u do n’t h av e 
go o d h ands. Yo u h av e ev ery th ing else to beco me wo rld 
ch am pio n." 


With the help o f Senato r Wicks, To mmy go t a jo b as 
a labo rer at a new air base in Bermuda where in quick 
time he w as training bo x ers, m atchmaking and referee­ 
ing fo r the 3,000 wo rkers there.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Patty Costello’s “strik e” for woman 
power earned the Scranton, Pa., k egler $40,000 last y ear and, 
she believ es, the right to challenge the men in a Professional 
Bowlers Association ev ent. 
Costello won sev en of the 15 tou rnaments she entered in 19 7€ 
and av eraged 212.7 0 pins in 370 games. 
"That wou ld pu t me No. 4 on the men's list, say s the formei 
hairdresser who came within one pin of a perfect 300 game twc 
y ears ago. “On the basis of my av erage, I feel I hav e the right 
to go head to head bowling with the men. - 
“I’d lik e to join the PBA, bu t the only way I’ll probably get 
in is throu gh a law su it. I’d hav e to pu t in an entry and be 
refu sed before I cou ld tak e legal action. One gal tried it in 19 70, 
went throu gh the cou rts and then dropped it." 
Costello claims there are only abou t IO women bowlers 
mak ing a liv ing in the sport. 
“It’s difficu lt for women to go on tou r, especially the married 
ones who leav e their hu sbands with the responsibility of 
cook ing meals and watching the k ids. Men object to this 
practice, feeling the woman’s place is in the home. In addition, 
it costs the indiv idu al bowler an av erage of $400 to compete 
in a tou rnament. This inclu des entry fees and trav el costs. 
“Men hav e sponsors to pay their way . After the money comes 
off the top for ex penses, they still enjoy a good pay off. 
“We’re growing fast in tou rney s, bu t don’t get the money . Ou r 
tou rnament directors hav en’t been able to land the sponsors, 
who seem to be primarily interested in catering to the people 
who play tennis and golf. Those sponsors don’t seem to realize 
millions of bowlers in this cou ntry are bu y ing their produ cts. 
Costello say s all that’s needed for women to sell a tou r is 40 
good bowlers. 
"I’m an optimist, howev er," say s Costello, who admits she 
won most of her tou rnaments with a brok en wrist su ffered last 
su mmer. “I’v e been in bowling nine y ears and want to see it 
grow before I get too old. There are women in the 50s and 6 0s 
on ou r tou r. Imagine what it means to them waiting for 
professional women’s bowling to su cceed." 
Costello, who’d lov e to challenge Earl Anthony becau se he’s 
the No. I men’s bowler, lost 30 pou nds on the tou r last y ear 
and now steps on the scale at 138, “trim for me." 
She u su ally eats spartanly when a tou rnament begins and 
with all the trav eling, which she hates, the weight doesn’t creep 
u pon Patty the way it did in past y ears. 
"Dieting has actu ally made me stronger and a lot healthier,” 
she proclaims. “My arm swing is straighter since I lost those 
bu lging hips. 
Her nex t appearance will be the National Bowling Cou ncil 
telev ision spectacu lar in May that featu res both men and 
women. She hopes the ex posu re will bring on the sponsors. 


The 29 -y ear-old Costello, a sou thpaw, began mowing down 
pins in increasing nu mbers when she switched her bowling 
sty le. At one time she threw a fu ll roller. Now she u ses a three- 
q u arter motion and her av erage has climbed 8 0 points ov er the 
132 she charted when she was a 16 -y ear-old div iding her 
energies among bowling, softball and her high school bask etball 
team. 
Costello’s best records as a pro was the 76 7 she bowled in 
a high 3 series. She fired a 29 9 in a tou rnament at Odenton, 
Md., missing the perfect game when she left a 7 -pin standing 
on her last roll.

M IA M I (UPI) — They have become almost as common to 
sp ring training as the smell of p ine tar and Neatsfoot oil. 
Where once a glove and a p air of sp ikes were the things a 
major league baseball p lay er treasured most, now there is 
something else many p lay ers cannot go to sp ring training camp 
without — his agent. 
The growth of the agent business has mushroomed in the last 
two y ears, ever since p lay ers began to gain control of their own 
destinies. It is estimated that nearly one-third of all major 
leaguers have agents rep resenting them in contract negotia­ 
tions. That figure increased significantly this p ast y ear, 
following the new basic agreement between owners and p lay ers 
that gives a p lay er J^e right to become a free agent after p lay ing 
out an op tion y ear. 
Several agents got rich last y ear by negotiating multi-million 
dollar contracts for the first group of 24 that p lay ed out their 
op tions. Now the market seems flooded with agents. Uncles, 
grandfathers, cousins and just about any body out to make a 
quick buck has gone into the “agent business.'' 
Estimates on the number who’ll be p lay ing out their op tions 
this y ear ranges from about the same as last y ear’s 24 to as 
high as 60. 
To many , like top agent Ed Keating and Play ers Association 
ex ecutive director Marvin Miller, this “fast buck" atmosp here 
has become a serious p roblem. 
Miller is so concerned about the “gouging and rip p ing off’ 
of p lay ers that he recently Bent a letter to a list of agents, asking 
for their suggestions on way s to establish a "code of conduct” 
that would govern all agents. 
“I would say the resp onse to the letter has been good," said 


4 Miller. “I have received a sizeable number of well thought out 
| suggestions to the various asp ects of the p roblems. Many feel 
I there ought to be a conference of all the agents, and I will try 
to arrange one.

“Because he knows he will be with a team for a long time, 
he will buy a home in the community and become p art of that 
community .

Now the p lay ers will have greater interest in their 
teams because they ’ll feel like p art of the community .” 
Keating sees the multi-y ear contract benefitting the club in 
another way . 
“From an op erating standp oint, it will give a club a chance 
to p lan out a p retty accurate three-y ear budget," say s Keating. 
“It was a y ear-by -y ear thing in the p ast. Also, it will p robably 
save clubs money in the long run. With most p lay ers signing 
three-y ear contracts, the p ay scale is a little lower each y ear 
than it would be if they negotiated y early contracts." 
While it is still too early to give an accurate estimate, it is 
generally believed there will be no significant change in the 
number of free agents this y ear as op p osed to last season. 
"I would say the great fear of having hundreds of p lay ers 
becoming free agents this y ear will not be borne out,’ said 
Kap stein. "I would estimate the number at somewhere between 
25 and 60.” 
"I see p lay ers signing at about the same rate as they did a 
y ear ago," said Ap p el, "but I do think there will be some 
increase in free agents. The most significant free agent last y ear 
was Bill Camp bell. He had a bad y ear with Minnesota in ‘75, 
took a chance by p lay ing out his op tion last season then had 
a great y ear and became a millionaire by signing with Boston. 
I think there are some guy s coming off bad y ears who might 
consider try ing their luck by p lay ing out their op tions." 
Keating also feels there will be an increase in the number 
of free agents, but he foresees most of them losing out for the 
big money . 
"A lot of guy s might be inclined to take a chance and p lay 
out their op tions for a shot at the big money ,’ said Keating, 
"but many of those who do will be sadly disap p ointed. Those 
in the star or sup erstar category will get the money , the others 
will suffer. I see a settling down of this trend in the next few 
y ears. I think it will eventually fall into the same category as 
football where there will be only about IO or 15 free agents a 
y ear."

Kingsto n Ho spital, in its latest attempt to fo rce a co rpo rate merger to tally by passed co mmunicatio n with Benedictine by anno uncing Its 
desires at a meeting o f the Ulster Co unty Sub-Area Health Sy stem Agency Co uncil. The meeting was specifically called to hear the po sitio n 
o f each o f the ho spitals o n the co nso lidatio n o f Obstetric and Pediatric serv ices within Ulster Co unty . The Irrelev ancy o f the merger pro po ­ 
sal, at this particular meeting, had the effect o f taking away the attentio n o f the Co uncil fro m its assigned tasks, the co nso lidatio n o f Ob­ 
stetrics and Pediatrics, and also fro m Benedictine Ho spital’s presentatio n o f Its v iewpo int.

Rosendale Sculptor 
Opens Gateway 
To Nebraska

ew horizons are opening

camp, largely because 
of a gateway he designed and helped to build 
in— of all places— Nebraska. 
Although he’s received more than 30 major 
commissions in his 15-year career, Van de 
Bovencamp stands to gain the most prestige 
from his Nebraska work, which was part of 
a massive public project for which sculptors 
were chosen in nationwide competition. 
“Confluence,” a sweeping 38 Va-foot-high 
monolith of brushed aluminum which Van 
de Bovencamp finished in June for the 10- 
piece Interstate 80 Bicentennial Sculpture 
Project, will be seen by an estimated 6 
million motorists a year who travel the east- 
west Nebraska thoroughfare. 
Van de Bovencamp never stays in one place 
very long. As soon as the Nebraska project 
was wrapped up, he set his artist’s eye on 
Carrara, Italy. He’s there now, gazing at the 
centuries old white statuary marble which 
has made that small village legendary, con­ 
sidering ways to incorporate the marble of 
Michelangelo and Rodin into his own works, 
which in the past have been predominantly 
copper, bronze, aluminum and other metals. 
The sculptor first gained nationwide recog­ 
nition for his water sculptures, complex 
fountains designed to move with the flow of 
the water, funneling and recirculating it 
through a maze of gleaming copper. 
Besides working on a new water sculpture 
commission for Cargill Corp. of Minneapolis, 
Van de Bovencamp is talking with museums 
and other groups about the possibility of 
metal-and-marble works, a subject he can’t 
discuss in detail because much of it still is 
in negotiations. 
“But, yes, I can say some very exciting 
things are now happening in my career,” said 
the Dutch-born sculptor, who emigrated to 
the United States in the 1950’s and estab­ 
lished a studio in New York City before 
moving north to Tillson in 1970. 
Van de Bovencamp’s career literally had to 
be pulled from the ashes in 1969 after a fire 
destroyed his downtown New York City 
studio and most of his works. 
“I couldn’t believe it. It was like I was in 
a dream. I walked the streets for hours after 
the fire,” he said. “Then I found this.” 
He held out a rectangular piece of metal, 
velveted by rust, that had been run over in 
the street by a heavy vehicle. 
“I saw so much beauty in this piece of

metal. I don’t know what it was originally, 
but it was beautiful when I found it. And 
then it occurred to me. 
“You know, we men fight, we try to kill 
ourselves, we get so caught up in conquests 
that we don’t see these exquisite things. 
“The world is filled with beauty, and it’s 
all for free.” 
The beauty of water running oyer metal has 


provided Van de Bovencamp’s daily bread 
and butter (“My pizza pies”) while he 
worked on larger sculptures. 
His shop, Kinetics Unlimited, has become 
widely known for the metal mobile fountains 
that gurgle, tip, spill and rotate as water 
trickles through them. Some of his major 
commissions also have been fountains, prob­ 
ably the most ornate of which is a 20-piece 
cluster of sculptures that fill a 3,600-square- 
foot pool at Levitt Corp. headquarters in 
Lake Success, N.Y. 
Sculpture to Van de Bovencamp has to be 
“sensuous, strong, simple and pure. The size 
of the pieces has to be heightened until man 
can move freely through them, visually as 
well as physically.” 
Sculpture has to be “at peace, balanced 
with its environment, neither dominating 
nor being dominated — sensuous shapes 
balanced by open and spaces, he wrote in 
a paper on his sculpture series, ‘ Odes to 
Nature.” 
,, M 
„ 
In that series of monolithic ‘ celebrative 
works, several of which swoop out of the 
greenery in the garden behind his home, Van 
de Bovencamp used thick masses of brushed 
aluminum in juxtaposition to one another 
and to nature in a way that draws the eye 
to sensuous shapes emerging in between. 
“The solids and masses create the space of 
the open,” he said. “The open is the image 
. .. The life force is injected by secondary 
elements which look strong in form. They 
force their way into the mass, tearing it open, 
letting space flow through, back and forth 
and pulsating with the origin of life, its 
development and evolution.” 
Overlooking the sculpture garden is a 
sauna, a square-decked affair built from a 
neighbor’s chicken brooder, and Van de 
Bovencamp’s adjoining second-floor apart­ 
ment where the interior woodwork is mostly 
weathered boards from sculpture crates. 
Downstairs in the building, a former ce­ 
ment block factory, is a sheet metal shop 
where the sculptor works when he isn’t at his 
new studio, a converted dress factory on 
Main Street, Rosendale. 
In the past seven years, probably 50 other 
sculptors have worked with Van de Boven­ 
camp under an old-fashioned guild system 
where “creators swap their creativity,” he 
said. 
The man who has stayed with him since 
1971 is German-born Dietrich Werner, a 
“good right arm” who also came to this 
country around 1950. 
Rosendale and its hamlets are slowly 
changing, said the bearded Werner, who was 
recently elected a town police commissioner. 
Werner is himself a talented sculptor, 
whose realistic steel “bonzai” plants— metal 
reproductions of shrubs and trees dwarfed by 
careful pruning— have been displayed in the 
windows of Tiffanys in New York and sold 
throughout the U.S.

n the long ago days of 
Hudson River steam- 
boating, almost every 
_ city and larger village 
along the river had their own steamboat line 
to New York. Each line would have at least 
two boats to maintain daily service— one 
boat going down, one back the next day. 
The steamers of the lines north of New­ 
burgh were known as night boats because 
they usually departed in the late afternoon 
or early evening and arrived at their destina­ 
tion in the early morning. All would carry 
freight on their main decks, with the deck 
above reserved for staterooms that offered 
sleeping accomodations for passengers. 


Generally, travelling on the night boats was 
an extremely pleasant way to make a journey 
for or from New York. The river was alwayo 
attractive in the evening and travellers could 
count on a good night’s sleep 
except when 
the steamer ran into fog and the pilots would 
have to blow their boat’s whistle or if a 
passenger had a stateroom right next to the 
paddle wheels. 
Saugerties was one of those towns that had 
its own steamboat service. The name of the 
company was the Saugerties and New York 
Steamboat Company, and it was operated 
mostly by home town men. During its last 
twenty years or so of service it was promoted 
and known to the travelling public as The

Saugerties Evening Line. At the time of this 
particular incident, shortly after World War 
I, they had two small, smart sidewinders 
named “Ulster" and “Ida". 
The incident took place on the Ulster, 
and on this particular trip she left Pier 43, 
North River, in New York at her regular 
time. She had freight for all her landings, 
which in those days were Hyde Park, 
Rhinecliff, Barrytown, Ulster Landing and 
Tivoli, 
before 
ending 
her journey 
at 
Saugerties. 
“Ulster" made very good time until she 
reached Crum Bow, just south of Hyde Park. 
Then the fog set in. At the time, she was 
overtaking 
the 
Catskill Line freighter 
“Storm King". Of course, the fog signals had 
to be sounded from both steamers. 
A Cornell tow was also on its way down the 
river,blowing one long and two short whistle 
signals indicating they had a tow underway. 
And as a matter of courtesy, the helper tug 
back on the tow, was also blowing its whistle 
because it was a good 500 feet back from the 
towing tug. 
A racket of steam whistles reverberated 
across Hyde Park. If Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was at home— or the Vanderbilts or the great 
naturalist John Burroughs, they certainly 
woke up. For on top of all the other whistles, . 
the big night boats out of Albany and Troy 
came along, sounding their way through the 
fog. 
Some of the passengers on the “Ulster" 
were up complaining about ail the noise. 
Others just stayed in their staterooms and 
put up with it. Then, a short while after 
things got reasonably quiet again, came the 
landing at Rhinecliff with the organized 
confusion of unloading freight. The hand 
freight trucks clattered on and off the gang 
plank, and the mate shouted at the freight 
handlers to get the freight off so they could 
get out on time. 
After leaving Rhinecliff all was serene for 
a few moments, except for the periodic 
blowing of the fog signal. But off Astor’s 
tunnel, Ihey met a canal tow which was 
siting crossways in the channel and this 
caused more whistle blowing. Once clear of 
the tow, the “Ulster “ landed at Barrytown. 
The freight trucks started up again, and an 
argument between two freight handlers, 
halted by the authoritarian voice of the 
mate, added to the din.

The “Ulster then headed across the river to 
Ulster Landing.

After all the whistle 
blowing at Hyde Park, Rhinecliff, and Bar- 
rytown, she in all probability had been 
sleeping fitfully and in her half awake state 
may have thought “Ulster Landing” meant 
that the “Ulster” was docking and that it 
was time to get off. In any case, she got up, 
got dressed and when the steamer ghosted 
through the fog into the dock at Ulster 
Landing, she was at the gangway. As soon as 
the gang plank was put out, sh? walked 
ashore’ 
There was very little freight for Ulster 
Landing, so the gang plank was taken in and 
in a few minutes, the “Ulster” was on her 
way to Tivoli. The lady found herself vir­ 
tually alone on a river dock before dawn. And 
it sure wasn’t Saugerties. 
The only light on the lonely dock was a 
kerosene lantern, and the only other person 
around was the dockmaster who was an 
elderly man who was very hard of hearing. 
The sight of this well dressed lady alone in 
the freight shed made him so nervous that 
she had a hard time getting him to under­ 
stand her plight. But the message finally got 
through, and the dockmaster got her a chair 
to sit in until daylight, then found a friend 
with a horse and wagon to take her on to

Saugerties. 
I oftened wondered if she ever made the 
steamboat trip to Saugerties again. 
I, too, once made an overnight trip on the 
“Ulster”— by then renamed the “Robert A. 
Snyder”. It was in August of 1928, and I was 
a deckhand on the steamer “Albany” of the 
Hudson River Day Line. 
I’d been home for a day and thought I d go 
back to New York on the “Snyder” with my 
friends Richard Heffeman, who was her 
captain, and Harry Grough, her pilot. I got 
aboard her at Rhinecliff at 8 p.m. It must 
have been late in the month, for I remember 
it was already dark when we pulled away 
from the dock. Quite a few passengers were 
aboard. 
I got the key to my stateroom and then 
went up to the pilot house to visit with my 
friends, Dick and Harry. 
We talked for a while as the “Snyder 
paddled her way down the Hudson, then, as 
we passed Poughkeepsie, I went down to my 
stateroom, which turned out to be on the port 
side just forward of the paddle wheel. All 
night long I could hear the old wheels 


pounding in the water below me. Once I got 
used to it, it was a very rhythmic and 
soothing sound. Every once in a while, 
though, the buckets on the wheels would pick 
up some sort of debris floating in the river, 
which would clatter and spin around in the 
wheel batteries. 
Down around Clinton Point, I could hear 
the whistle of the “Snyder” blow one long 
and two short. On looking out the stateroom 
window, I could see the steamer “Ida on her 
way up the river to Saugerties. Then again 
off Roseton I heard a whistle, which I 
recognized right away. It was the “Benjamin 
B. Odell” of the old Central Hudson Line 
headed north for Rondout. She sure looked 
great with all her electric lights shining in 
the dark and reflecting on the water. 
After passing the “Odell”, I went to sleep 
and didn’t wake up until we landed at Pier 
43, North River. Then I said goodbye to 
Captain Heffeman and Pilot Grough, and 
took the old Ninth Avenue El Line up to 
42nd Street and back to work again on the 
“Albany” at the Day Line pier at the foot of 
the street. 


On February 20, IMO, the heavy ice of that severe winter 
crushed the old wooden bidi of the “Snyder” and »he »ank 
to the bottom of the Saugerties Creek. The line had sus­ 


pended service with the onset of the depression, and the 
•teamer had been in lay up for five years before her sinking. 


Movie Views 


Voyage of The Damned 


Stuart 
Rosenberg’s 
“Voyage of The 
Damned,” is a good film— his best since 
“Cool Hand Luke.” 
I fear for its future at the box office only 
because of the title, which— along with the 
all-star cast— may lead prospective viewers 
to assume that it’s another “Poseidon Ad­ 
venture,” replete with melodrama and ad­ 
venture film pyrotechnics. 
It isn’t. “Voyage” is a thoughtful, subtly 
constructed, undramatic rendering of a chill­ 
ing historical event. The film recreates the 
tragic shipboard odyssey of 937 Jewish re­ 
fugees who made a futile attempt to emigrate 
to Havana, then to the U.S., just before the 
outbreak of World War II. 
The German Government allowed them to 
leave, knowing that the Cubans would not 
grant them sanctuary and thereby hoping to 
prove to the world— with all the attendant 


Pipe Clay and Drill, by Richard Gold­ 
hurst. (Reader’s Digest Press, $12.95) 
This excellent biography is correctly sub­ 
titled, “John J. Pershing: The Classic Ameri­ 
can Soldier.” 
Arthur Goldhurst sketches the life of the 
general officer who was the Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower of World War I. The author sets it 
down amid paragraphs giving the back­ 
ground of such dimly recalled American 
military adventures as the U.S. Army 
cavalry wars with the Indians, the military 
ventures into the Philippines and Mexico, 
and the late but decisive dispatch of Ameri­ 
can troops to Europe’s battlefields in The 
Great War. 
Goldhurst rightly skips regiment-by-regi- 
ment reports on the World War I combat of 
the American Expeditionary Force com­ 
manded by Pershing. 
Instead he maps the general’s great feat — 
the organization of the first mass U.S. army 
overseas and Pershing’s personal force in 
making sure the French and the British did 
not succeed in merely using the Doughboys 
as cannon fodder replacements for their 
armies ravaged by three years of trench 
warfare. 
Perhaps even more enlightening, the au­ 
thor, with wit and terseness, reports on how 
Pershing used successfully a mixture of 
military and political skills to conquer some 
Philippine rebels by force and others by 
winning their hearts and minds. Not a bad 
show, given the American performance in 
Vietnam six decades later. 
The book traces Pershing’s rise from a boy 
on a poor Middle West farm to West Point, 
to battling Indians, Filipinos and, in Presi- 


publicity— that they were an unwanted 
people. 
The Cubans did indeed refuse to let the 
Jews disembark. So, to our national shame, 
did the U.S. government of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. Barred from both ports, the Jew­ 
ish Relief Organization found entry for some 
of the refugees in Belgium. But the majority 
were forced to return to Hamburg— and 
death. Most of the voyagers subsequently 
died in concentration camps. 


Written for the screen by Steve Shagan and 
David Butler from the book by Gordon 
Thomas and Max Morgan-Witts, (Ben 
Hecht wrote an earlier book, “Perfidy,’’on 
the same subject), director Stuart Rosenberg 
has done a generally competent job of keep­ 
ing up the pace of the film for its 2Vi hour 
length. As the ship treks across the Atlantic 
to Havana, then back up the Florida coast 
seeking a port of entry, the director has 
carefully integrated and intertwined the 
events on board. 
But the length of the film impares its 
dramatic effect, and Rosenberg’s determined 
understatement, his careful avoidance of 
melodrama, undermines the impact of the 
heartbreaking voyage. 
Still, “Voyage” is a credible, honest and, 
for the most part, compelling film. Much 
credit for its success must go to the fine cast, 
which incudes Max Von Sydow as the ship’s 
non-Nazi captain, 
sympathetic to his 
passenger’s plight, Oskar Werner amd Faye 
Dunaway as a Jewish doctor and his wife,

dent Woodrow Wilson’s misguided 1915 in­ 
vasion of Mexico after Pancho Villa, the 
Mexicans. It charts neatly Pershing’s rise, 
his gaining the reputation of a martinet, his 
service with black troops that led to his 
nickname “Black Jack.” 
n Unfortunately, despite deft reportage of 
Pershing s agony upon the fiery death of his 
wife and daughters in a San Francisco house 
tragedy, the books gives none too close a look 
inside the man. What made Pershing one of 
Americas most successful generals is not 
entirely made clear. 
This could be nitpicking; Pershing was not 
an open man. But he was the first American 
modem general of a model so seldom copied.

Washington, By Noemie Emery. (Putnam 
$12.95)

Noemie Emery has taken on the task of 
undressing America’s heroes and revealing 
them without the Olympian wrappings in 
which history has clothed them. 
Perhaps she exaggerates in stressing the 
underside of such giants as George Washing­ 
ton but this biography is finely done, deeply 
researched and engrossing in its aura of 
reality. 
Her contention is that “a soft view of 
history is infinitely dangerous, for it breeds 
a distorted view — not only of the past but 
of the present; of the possibilities and limits 
of our kind. How are we to find our bearings, 
when the guidelines of the past are skewed? 
Refusing to embrace history’s darker lessons, 
we bequeath a mindless legacy, which the 
young embrace in addled piety or reject in 


and Orson Welles, James Mason, Lee Grant 
and Maria Schell. 
The moral lessons of the film are clear. 
“Voyage of The Damned” points out that the 
complacency of other nations, who preferred 
to ignore rather than face the intentions of 
the Nazis, gave tacit encouragement to the 
German atrocities that followed. 


Not only did the U.S. refuse entry to the 
refugee ship but the government failed to 
bring any pressure on the Cuban govern­ 
ment, which was then domimated 
diplomatically America. 
Through a terrible irony, it was the govern­ 
ment of Roosevelt, architect of the New Deal, 
champion of oppressed minorities, founder of 
American liberal politics, who refused the 
Jews entry to any U.S. Port. And this same 
government was later responsible for the 
internment in large camps of thousands of 
Japanese Americans during World War II— 
a black chapter in our history depicted well 
in at least two recent TV shows on channel 
13’s Vision Series (’’Gold Watch” and 
“Farewell to Manzana.”) 


Perhaps the final point of the film is to 
make one realize that no president or public 
figure of any sort can be considered always 
in moral shades of black and white but rather 
in varying shades of grey, that even the 
strongest men amd women are the products 
of their time and may compromise their 
principles depending on the exegencies of the 
moment. 


equally misplaced revolt.” 
In evoking Washington’s struggles, she 
presents some striking pictures: Washington 
sputtering with rage over a plot by his 
generals to have him ousted as head of the 
revolutionary forces; Washington “flaying 
his troops with pistols” as they retreated 
from the British up Manhattan' island. 
Or consider this portrait of Washington 
early in his career: “He was still frightfully 
unsure of his own status, and his preoccupa­ 
tion with advancement had bred a veritable 
obsession over rank. Self justification had 
become a passion.” 
As a general, he was still at war with 
himself: His conflicts showed themselves in 
a paralysis of will. Pulled between expecta­ 
tions and realities, lacking in confidence, he 
tended to defer to others and to prolong 
decisions until they created real and present 
dangers to his troops.” 
The author writes with precision and clari­ 
ty, always pushing — sometimes too far — 
to explain the enigma of Washington, the 
.fine, brave, imperturbable Virginia gen­ 
tleman who could be vindictive, unforgiving 
violent and full of self-doubt.

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and “The Southern Heritage Cookbook,” by 
Jean Hewitt. Both admirably reflect the old 
and the new South. 
Aa Mrs. Voltz, a native Alabaman, writes 
in her introduction: 
“Southern cooking has been romanticized 
beyond all proportion to reality ... It has been 
slandered unfairly by thousands introduced 
to the mediocre brand of food dished up in 
highway restaurants ... Yet southern cooking 
is unique ... honest ... capitalizing on an 
abundance of fresh foods ... simple cookery, 
with distinctive style.” 
Southern food today ranges from modem 
recipes such as avocado cream soup and 
grouper (fish) chowder of Floridians to tradi­ 
tional shecrab soup, okra gumbo and un­ 
sweetened com breads (a happy contrast to 
the cake-like products of other cookbooks 
and commercial bakeries). Then there’s 
brunswick stew combining poultry and meat 
and, when you can get it, rabbit; highly 
nutritious leafy greens and fresh and dried 
beans, to name a few. 
This reviewer has only one complaint: both 
books omit key lime pie, a marvelously rich, 
sweet dessert that originated in the Florida 
Keys using a special tiny lime. The basic 
ingredient is sweetened, condensed milk 
used widely in prerefrigeration days when 


fresh milk was hard to get and hard to keep. 
The Carter administration could do the 
nation and its foreign visitors a favor by 
introducing some southern specialties at 
official functions. Good new sources for ideas 
besides these two books are “The Carter 
Family Favorites Cookbook,” by Ceil Dyer
